Miss.  CP  ahead  of  budget 

After  coining  within  a  few  thousand  dollars  of  setting  an  all-time  Mississippi 
Cooperative  Program  giving  record  in  January,  Mississippi  Baptists  did  break  the 
record  for  CP  giving  in  tne  month  of  February,  according  to  Jim  Futral,  executive  direc¬ 
tor-treasurer  or  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Convention  Board  which  disburses  the  funds. 
The  February  total  of  $2788,353  is  the  highest  ever  recorded  for  February.  The  total  is 
455%  higher  than  the  $1666.974  given  m  February  2005  —  the  previous  record  for 
February.  Total  Mississippi  CP  giving  for  the  current  fiscal  year,  which  runs  from 
January-December,  stands  at  $6,286,075,  which  is  6.95%  above  last  year's  giving  during 
the  same  period  and  20.4%  ahead  of  current  year  budget  needs.  The  2006  Mississippi 
CP  budget  of  $31,314*491/  was  approved  by  messengers  to  the  2005  annual  meeting  of 
the  Mississippi  Baptist  Convention.  A  total  of  $2509541  is  needed  each  month  to  meet
